ham Lincoln, the Rail Splitter." Tbe 
enthusiasm ot that day burst beyond the 
wigwam, swept over the Prtirie State, 
out beyond its borders, until it touched 
either shore of this great land; and »e it 
rolled back it gathered force, and like a 
gnat tidal wave, broke upon and over 
the National 
Rfpublican Convention 


assembled at Chicago, and Lincoln be- 
came tbe nominee of that great party 
and President pt tbe United States.

publication. 
The story, I 
imagine 


grew out of a conversation I had in my 
room with a number of friends and 
callsrs. The subject ol Immigration, 
which is one of 
preat interest to 


Englishmen just now, was being: dis- 
cussed. In speaking of the character 
of the immigration 
comin<r 
to our 


shores, I Incidentally touched upon the 
ease with which the Irish assimilated 
with ns and became thoroughly Amer- 
icanized. 
Evfin among the commonest 


classes of Irish immijzrants was this 
noticeable. 
The same, I remarUed, 


could be said of the German immi- 
grants, who soon became Imbued with 
American ideas. This was in contrast 
with the Norwegian and Danish people 
and those from the south of Europe, 
who were slower in assimilation and 
who maintained the characteristics of 
their nationality for a longer period. 


Speaking of his visit to London, Sec- 


retary Foster said: "It will be under- 
Btood that I did not go abroad in my 
official capacity, but for the benefit of 
my health."
